‘Storm Troop Chief-of-Staff Ernst 
Rohm, squat, pock-marked, _battle- 
scarred, brilliant “soldier with civi- 
lian courage,” had really only one 
idea in his bullet-head. : 

It was as simple—and disastrous 
—asg that which filled the brain of 
the first Frederick of Prussia. 
go on adding soldiers. 

By the spring of 1934 Rohm had 
brought the strength of the Storm 
Troops:to close upon 3,000,000 men.

Outside, Red Inside . 


Rohm considered men as cannon 
fodder. He did not ask for their 
pedigree, “but simply, “Will they 
fight?” After the Reichstag Fire 
and the proscription of the Com- 
munist Red Front and the Socialist 
Reichsbanner the Left fighters pour- 
ed into the Brownshirt army. So 
that it was said, “The Storm Troops 
are like a good beefsteak, brown 
outside, red inside.” . 

In this Rohm pursued his old idea 
with the tenacity of a man who loves. 
one womdn. He conceived the Storm 
Troops as the auxiliary of the Reich- 
swehr in the coming war of revenge 
against the French, The Reich- 
swehr continued to reject the idea 
of swallowing this vast traditionless 
half-armed mass. Rohm continued 
to swell his numbers until one day 
he could demand that his “Militia 
of the Streets” should swallow the 
Reichswehr Hitler, who had only 
wanted’ the Brownshirts to be a 
political army until he could take 
control of the real army -of- the. 
Reichswehr, began to take fright.

On the surface, it appears that the population of the 
Kwangtung capital is now much larger than 
it was after the panic evacuation in October 


last. 

Actually, however, the Chinese 
seen in the city, computed by some 
quarters as high as 100,000, are 
mostly. from villages. and small 
towns in the neighbourhood who 
come to Canton for a day or two to 
obtain food. j 

Supplies for miles around were 
seized by the Japanese some time 
ago, and in many villages a state 
of privation is being experienced. 

‘DRUGS AND GAMBLING 

Only source of supplies is Can- 
ton, where, provided Japanese army 
notes are tendered in payment, 
Chinese can purchase rice, fruit, 
vegetables and so forth. 

Meanwhile the new “govern- 
ment,” in search of revenue, has 
taken a leaf out of the book of the 
puppet “Ta Tao Government” of 
Shanghai in opening heroin and 
opium dens and gambling’ houses, 

These places are mainly patron- 
ised by Japanese soldiers, though 
many country people are enticed in 
by touts. ; ; 

A check-up of those Chinese who 
are living permanently in Canton 
reveals an almost complete absence 
of the shop-keeper and artisan 
class. 

Majority are still the beggar and 
other unsavoury types. 


. REFUGEE CAMPS CROWDED 


Another feature is the fact that 
the refugee camps run by British 
and American mission workers are 
_ still as crowded ‘ as they were at 
‘ their inauguration, all attempts of 
the Japanese to induce the re- 
fugees to return to the city having 
failed. : 

There is x trickle of returning 
residents arriving on the bi-weekly 
Japanese river steamer from 
Macao, but everything points to 
the certainty that it will be many 
months before Canton returns to 
anything like normal. — Our Own 
Correspondent.

‘In a statement issued last night the War Office says 
it considers that in view of the absolutely base- 
less allegations being broadcast by persons 
and organizations unfriendly to Britain of atro- 
cities by British troops in Palestine, it is desir- |. 
able to make public a description of the real 
situation in that country together with details 
of actual measures being taken to deal with it. 
The statement continues: “The character of the 
British soldier is too well known to require vin- 
dication, but the fact remains that categorical 
accusations have been levelled against him 
and are being assiduously disseminated in 


foreign countries. 


“This authenti¢ description of what is actually hap- 
pening in Palestine to-day provides a categori- 
cal answer to these accusations.” 


Although there is at the present 
time an armed rebellion in progress 
in Palestine, the.War Office strongly 


- emphasizes that there is no organised 


rebel army in the accepted sense 
against which troops can act to the 
exclusion of the remaining peace- 
ful citizens, : 

- Throughout the country, active .re- 
bels and peaceful citizens are inextri- 
eably mixed. The total number of 
permanent active rebels in the whole 
country does not exceed 1,000 to 1,500 
men, split up in bodies under the com- 
mand of various leaders. These men 
are all under. arms, often operate in 
uniform and form the permanent nu- 
cleus of the gangs. These small par- 
ties are reinforced as required by tem- 
porary detachments of armed fellahin 


. from neighbouring villages. 


PRESS GANGS 

...Lhe methods - by ..which. such . rein- 
forcements are obtained vary. In parts 
of the country where rebel sympathies 
gre strong and organisation is best, 
definite village detachments with lead- 
ers and arms are in existence, Else- 
where, villagers are pressed into ser- 
vice by permanent gangs for a fixed 
period and are provided with arms. 

Elsewhere again, no _regular gangs 
exist but small parties of rebel sympa- 
thisers combine by night for such ac- 
tivities as sniping and sabotage which 
have become .a recognised and remun- 
erative racket. . : 

At the present time the rebels’ aim 
ag far as possible is to avoid being 
brought to action by. troops. Except 


when a gang is surprised under arms| 


there is no organised fighting.: Other- 
wise by day both permanent and tem- 
porary rebels conceal their arms and 
uniforms and mingle indistinguishably 
with peaceful citizens, 
‘RELENTLESS CAMPAIGN 

Practically every village in the 
country has at one time or other har- 
tboured and supported rebels and assist- 
ed in concealing their identity from 
the Government forces, While in many 
cases this was done from sympathy, in 
the remainder the same result has 
been- achieved by terrorism. — . 

For months now. a relentless cam- 
paign of’ assassination. has been waged 
against any Arab suspected of _favour- 
ing the Government or. giving inform- 
De Consequent- 
ly villages where a. majority: of the 
inhabitants would be willing to assist 
the Governmet have been terrorized by 
the rebel minority into aiding them.

external propaganda which seeks to 
represent the rebellion as a pure and 
patriotic movement.

The first man whom they en- 
countered on arrival Hitler struck 
across the face with his whip, beat- 
ing him senseless.

The commander of 
the. “Militia of the Streets” . lay 
groaning im his. bed with a hang- 
‘over. In the next room lay: Heines,; 
police chief .of Breslau, “with” the 
evidence of his shameful vice _ still 
present.” He had flogged Jews to 
death, committed murder. He was 
shot of hand, but not for his vicious- 
ness, his cruelty or his crime. Rohm 
. was put into a car and driven back 
‘*>'to Munich. He was thrown into-a 
cell, a revolver was laid on the table. 
“No!” gaid Rohm, who had killed 
many men and never feared to look 
on death, “If Adolf wants to shoot 
me, he can do it himself.” . After 
two hours he was led out and placed 
against the wall. 

Several hundred made the same 
short walk. Karl Ernst, Hayn, 
Heydelreek Koch, Lasch- Uhl—they 
‘were the heroes of the Brownshirt 

. army. All day, all night, the 
Black Guard squads lined the ex- 
ecution yards, firing, firing. Ernst, 
dragged back from the boat at Ham- 
burg as he was going om holiday 
with his young wife (Hitler had 
been best man), fell believing that 
the Guard who shot him -had~ mu- 
tinied against Hitler. He cried, 
“Heil Hitler!” as the volley broke.

LC will be generally agreed that the 
first-class golfer is the man who 
drives far and sure, finds the green 
with the iron shots, and putts consis- 
tently well. The player who excels in 
all departments becomes a champion. 
In relation to the vast number of golf- 
ers, the proportion who earn distinc- 
tion in the game is extremely small, 
the reason ‘being that in one depart- 
ment or another, 100 per cent, efficiency 


is not attained. 


The non-golfer finds it difficult to 
| believe that what to him seems the 
simplest part-of the. game—the putting 
—should be regarded by the expert as 
the most difficult. “Why all this my- 
stery, about hitting a small ball into 
a large: hole? Even a child could do 
it,’ says the onlooker. While ‘there is 
no mystery, it so happens that .most 
professionals fall down in the one 
branch of the game which gives the 
appearance of being the easiest. 

How many times has one heard well- 
known professionals say, “I can drive 
250 yards with my eyes shut, but I’m 


hanged if I can hole a putt of 4 ft. 


with my eyes wide open.” 

How then can we so perfect the 
technique of putting that the 50 per 
cent, basis, or better, can consistently 
be maintained? That it will have to 
be better—an average of thirty-two 
putts—if we. are to do any good, is 
clearly proved by the performances of 
the experts. It was the late 
Vardon who coined the phrase, “Put- 
ting is a game within a game.” He 
declared that the technique required 
for putting was quite different from 
that of any other shot. 
though one factor is common in all 
shots—the follow-through. ; 


Mechanical precision in. striking is’ 


required in putting, and to arrive at 
this state it-does not matter two straws 
whether you use the popular reverse- 
overlap—the first finger of the left 
hand riding on the little finger of the

FIRST PLACE TO R.A.. WHITCOMBE: 
PERRY'S BRILLIANT RECORD

The distinction goes to Cotton, who is awarded the Vzrdon 


which is based on averages for a 


minimum number of rounds in certain specified score events. 


Cotton played-the required minimum 


of sixteen rounds, for 


which his average was 72.87. And yet, not only did he fail to win 
one of the scheduled tournaments, but was unsuccessful in every 
event in which he competed in this country. Such a situation is, 
of course, anomalous, and it comes as no surprise to learn that the 
body responsible for the award to the Vardon trophy has adopted a 


different method for the future. 


It would be thought that eith- 
er R. A. Whitcombe, winner of 
the _ Open championship, - or 
Perry, who captured most of the 
principal events, would be the 
champion of the year. Not a bit 
of it; Whitcombe, who played 20 
rounds in the scheduled events, 
was second with an average of 
73.35, while Perry, with the same 
number of rounds, was third with 
73.4. All this'rather goes to 
show. that scores are not always 
a dependable guide to a player’s 
tournament winning powers. 

NEW SYSTEM 

Under the new system adopted for 
finding the champion of the year, points 
will ‘be awarded as in cross-country 
running. The winner scores one point, 
the second man two, the 
three, and so on. For: example, 
winner of the Open championship will 
score one point. If by some dreadful 
mischance Cotton finishes in fifteenth 
place, he will be’ credited with 15 
points. The player -with the smallest 
aggregate is the winner of the Vardon 
trophy. : 

On this method of calculation, which 
seems the fairer R. A. Whitcombe 
would have been the winner with 58 
points, while Perry, with 59, would 
have been second. Cotton, with -70 
points, would have been ‘third, 
Padgham fourth with -79 points. 

‘AN ELUSIVE TASK 

This year’s ranking list differs con- 
siderably from the official list based on 
the elusive average method. First 
place is given to R. A. Whitcombe, 
whose successes ,in the vilest weather 
in the Open championship at Sandwich, 
and the Brighton £1,000 tournament, 
were of a most striking character. 
Moreover, his performance in the Pen- 
fold £1,000 League tournament at San- 
dy Lodge disposed once and for all of 
the mistaken belief that he is a bad 
match player. He shared second place 
with B. Gadd, a single point behind the 
winner, P. Alliss. 

Perry, who comes second on the list, 
has had a remarkably successful year. 
He has won three of the major events 
—the £2,000 tournament at Newcastle; 
the £750 match-play event at Leeds, 
and the £500 Dunlop-Metropolitan 
stroke-play competition at Wentworth. 
In the latter, known as the “Champion- 
ship of Champions,” Perry, with an 
aggregate of. 273, spreadeagled the 
field. His rounds were 69, 68, 67, and 
69, and he is the first player in a Bri- 
tish tournament to break 70 in each of 
the four rounds. :

FISHERY SALE 
AGGRAVATES 
TOKYO-MOSCOW 
TENSION . 


‘ Tokyo, To-day. 

In the course of the negotiations 
coricerning Japan’s fishing rights in 
the Bering Sea, the Sea of Okhotsk 
and the Sea of Japan, between the 
Soviet Foreign Commissar, M. 
Litvinoff, and the Japanese Ambas- 
gador, Mr. Togo, the' former in- 
formed the Ambassador, according 
to the semi-official news agency, 
that all fishing grounds hitherto in 
possession of Japan would be put 
up for auction during February. 

The news agency states that the 
Ambassador repeatedly called M. 
Litvinoff’s attention to the fact 
that Moscow’s attitude flagrantly 
contradicted’ Japan’s guaranteed 
Treaty rights. : ; 

M. Litvinoff’s remarks that the 
sale by auction of the fishing 
grounds need not interfere with 
continuation of the negotiations, 
elicited the reply from the Ambas- 
sador that Moscow must bear full 
responsibility for the eventual break- 
down of the negotiations and for 
aggravation of the tension between 
Japan and the Soviet. — Trans-
